A Fallen Planet?

Caused by Gigantic Meteorite 

Astronomers have long known that 
between the orbits of Mars and Jupi- 
ter‘a large number of tiny planetary 
bodies revolve round the sun. Some

Has any one of the small planets 
ever, entered our atmosphere and 
landed on the earth without being en- 
tirely consumed? If it ever did, it 
was long ages before man appeared 
uponsthe earth, for the impact of such

| Wil Supply Farm Help 


Farmers Can Secure Application 
Forms From Nearest C.P.R. 
on Agent 

Bringing of farm help to Western 
Canada from Europe, inaugurated un- 
der a special scheme by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway last year, will be con- 
[Baned this year, it is announced by 
officials of the company. 

During 1923 about 3,000 men and 
women for farm help were brought 
out, but many more than this number 
are expected this season. ‘The first 
of these will arrive about March 31st, 
}coming from Great Britain, Denmark, 
Switzerland and other parts of Eur- 
ope. 

Application forms are being sup- 
plied to all farmers who need help by 
the nearest C.P.R. agent or the Col- 


onization Department at Calgary, Ed-' 


monton, Saskatoon, Winnipeg or Mon- 
treal. The forms are ‘filled out by 
the farmer, in which he states the 
class of labor, nationality he wishes 
and the rate of wages he is prepared 
to pay. These forms are then for- 
warded to Europe and the farm help 
selected by a competent organization 
and the laborer is sent forward to the 
individual farmer. Farmers who re- 
quire help would facilitate this work 
by writing applications at an early 
date so the proper class can be select- 
ed and ample time given to this work.

“In Saskatchewan a man can hardly 
find occupation for himself for a thou- 
sand hours a year growing wheat,” 
stated Mr. Leitch. "If he adds to 
the farm something that will enable 
him to work 3,000 hours a year it 
lowers his overhead and gives him a 
chance to sell something produced on 
what would otherwise be idle time. 
Dairying enables a man to lower the 
cost of everything he grows on the 
farm.

Wheat Rust 


Magnitude of the Task Confronting 
the Agriculturist 

There should be considerable public 
interest in the efforts being made to 
control the wheat rust pest. A series 
of conferences belween ofitcials:- of the 
federal department of agriculture at 
Ottawa is being held on this subject, 


with a view to deelding the policy 
which will be followed this year to 
combat rust, and announcement of 


their plans may be mado soon. 

Rust in wheat Is ono of the big pro- 
blems of Western Canada. It is a 
blight which attacks the growing grain 
and destroys it. A furmer may see 
his wheat fields ripening in good shape 
towards a large harvest, and sudden- 
ly, owlng to weather conditions, rust 
will appear on the standing crop and 
the ficlds become mere flelds of head- 
less straw. ‘The losses to Manitoba 
mone last year from wheat rust were 
enormous, the entlre crop in some 
sections of. the province having been 
very badly hit by this bight. 

‘he problem seems to be to get a 
vust-resisting type of a high quality 
wheat. And the complication comes 
in from the fact that there are some 
thirty-odd varieties of rust, and what 
is wanted is a good milling, early ma- 
turing wheat that is resistant to them 
all. This gives some idea of the mag- 
nitude of the task confronting our ag- 
riculturial scientists and also. the 
amount of cncouragement they are en- 
titled to expect in pursuit of a task so 


closcly related to the prosperity of. 


the wheat growing industry. At the

‘Land colonization is the big busi 
hess of Canada,” declared C. A. Ma- 
grath, chairman of the International 


Waterways Commission, at the annual, 


meeting of the Association of omin 
jon Land’ Surveyors held ut Ottawa, 
when he was asked to participate in 
the disgussion on “The report of the 


lafid settlement conunittee of the 
essociation. We said he had reached 


a point where he was criticad of Can 
wda’s colonization problems. 

“I do not believe we are taking hold 
and nailing people down to-the land,” 
said Mr. Magrath, “with that courage 
we would apply to big business, aud 
I regard colonization as the biggest 
business of this country.” MWe: was 
not prepared to criticize governments, 
but he thought there were too many 
street corner critics instead of the 
big men of the country taking hold ot 
the problem. 8 

“When it comes to national prob- 
Jems I see very Httle evidence of 
team pliy from leading men in this 
country,” said Mr. Magrath. He 
heard lots of talk about colonization 
but frankly, much of it was not worth 
listening to. 

“We all seem so busy that we don't 
scem {o get down to shirt sleeve pol- 
icy of colonization for this country.’’ 

Privately-owned unoccupied Jands 
near the railways constituted one of 
the problems of land scttlement, re- 
marked Col. J. S. Dennis of the Cana 
dian Pacifle Railway. There were 
63,000,000 acres of privately-owned 
unoccupied lands within 15 miles of 
railways in the west, and of these 25,- 
000,000 acres were sulltable for imme- 
diate settlement. Ie urged more 
co-operation between the surveyors 
and the railway companies’ land set- 
{lement activilles, and expressed sur- 
prise at the extent of land classifica- 
tion which had been done as revealed 
in the report of the committee. 

Price Green, of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways, jolned with Col. Den- 
nls in regretting that more use was 
not made of information of the goy- 
ernment departments. 

In his presidential address Major 
HW. Douglas Nelles yvemarked that 
probably the general public was un- 
aware that Canadian surveyors havo 
mapped out between 40,000 and 50,000 
square miles of Canadian territory. 
Ho claimed that in this respect Can- 
ada had surveyed more territory and 
developed the method to a higher 
state of perfection than any other 
country in the world. In the actual 
work of Jand sub-division Canada 
had been able to keep up with the 
settlements. as required. 

Though the conditions of agricul- 
ture are not cverything that might be 
desired, there 1s reasonable prospect 
of a revival in the near future that 
should reflect upon the’ entlre com- 
merce of this country and work to 
the benefit, indirectly, of the business 
and professional men. 

This was the message of Hon. 
Charles Stewart, minister of the in- 
terior. Mr. Stewart spoke of the ten- 
dency on the part of many people to 
leave it to the government and Iead- 
ers of the country to solve the prob- 
lems, adding that somo of the most 
valuable suggestions came to the goyv- 
ernment from unexpected quarters. 
He urged that technically trained men 
should offer suggestions when pos- 
sible to the government in matters ot 
technical research in this country. 


To Get Reliable Returns 


Provinces Should Co-operate in Col- 
lectlon of Statistics 

On his return from the conference 
on statistics at Ollawa recently, which 
was attended by provincial and feder- 
al oMclals, J. 11. Evans, deputy min- 
ister of agriculture, Manitoba, states 
ho was thoroughly satished with the 
reliability of the returns made and 
that they should first of all be passed 
upon by the proyinclal departments 
who know the local conditions, but 


that the subsequent tabulating should . 


be done by the Bureau of Statistics at 
Ottawa where they hare splendid faci- 
lities for doing {t at the minimum ot 
cost.

_Ottawa.—"However much I would 
like to help you, I am going to hold 
onto that $560,000 until I have receiy- 
ed at least a considerable ngrt of the 
amount which is owed to the Domin- 
ion Government for seed grain ad- 
vances.” _ 

This was the reply of Hon. James 
A. Robb, acting minister of finance, to 


a delegation representing the three 
provincial wheat growing organiza- 
tions which waited upon him ‘and 


other members of the government. 

“In holding this money I am guid- 
ed by the report of the Canada Wheat 
Board which handled the wheat so 
well that it produced a surplus. The 
recommendation of the board was 
that the surplus should be used for 
relief of needy western farmers.” 

The delegation asked that a portion 
of the surplus of the Canada wheat 
board, amounting to $560,000, be paid 
over to the three western provincial 
wheat organizations for the organiza- 
tion of voluntary pools. 

Mr. Robb told the delegates that 
the principal outstanding for seed 
grain advances on December $1 last 
was $8,795,587, exclusive of interest 
also owing to the Dominion Goyvern- 
ment. 

The other members of the cabinet, 
Hon. W. R. Motherwell, Hon. E. J. 
McMurray and Hon. Charles Stewart, 
did not make any pdSitive statement 
of their attitude on the request of the 
delegation. : 

At the close of the interyiew Peter 
Broadfoot, of Gladstone, Man., one of 
the representatives of the Manitoba 
Co-operative Wheat Producers’ <As- 
sociation, asked Mr. Robb what mes- 
sage the delegation would take back.

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The High Cost Of Style 


Between the Price of Essential Pro- 

duction and the Cost of Living 

Mr. J. G. Robertson, Provincial Live- 
stock Commissioneyv, in his address a 
few days 
for present-day conditions which are 
deemed to be unsatisfactory. It was 
all good advice but did not get down 
to causes, which it is so hard to do. 
‘There are many theories as to what 
has disturbed the equilibrium. We 
have before us an interesting contri- 
bution to the discussion. The writer 
seems lo incline to the view tha? the 
farmer produces now what he always 
produced, while the things he buys are 
very different and more costly, be- 
eause the farmer demands that they 
be different. The wheat produced to- 
day {s no better wheat than that pro- 
duced fifty years ago, Ulkewlse the 
beet, the pork, the milk, the butter, 
and all food products have the same 
food value on the farm and when sold 
by the farmers that they always had. 
But when the farmer goes to the store 
it is different from what it was in for- 
merdays. Fifty vears ago the store 
goods were standardized and did not 
get out of fashion. ‘The quality was 
good and was meant lo last a long 
lime, but styles, patterns and colors 
were limited. ‘Today it is the style 
that makes the value. Money is paid 
for the newest vogue, and wearing 
quality is given secondary. place. In 
fact the danger is that the garment] _ 
will outwear the style, so quickly are 
fashions changed to meet the demands 
of a fastidious puble and increase 
sales to the manufacturers. What a 
simple proposition was a boot and shoe 
store fifty years ago compared with 
hundreds ot styles, shapes and sizes, 


and in colors to match every think- 
able costume? ‘The shocman has to 
make a blg investment and is con- 


stantly faced with the prospect of a 
big loss should he be caught with a 
stock out of style. Fifty years ago 
there was no such thing as a “stock- 
ing department.” Now “stocking” 
making is a profession and all stock- 
ings are “wonderful” and must be 
paid for. ¢ To continue comparisons 
would be wearisome, but people make 
a great mistake in thinking they 
should get the style they demand, to- 
day ata price their grandmothers pald 
for what they wanted wear well in 
the days that are gone for ever, Many 
elements have tended to disturb the 
balance between the price of essential 
production and the cost of living, and 
style is not the least important one. 
Very often we complain against ‘the 
high cost of living when we mean tho 
high cost of style.--Moose Jaw Times.

[It is «w far cry from the shore of 
Lake Erie to Baffin Land, but appar- 
ently distance means nothing to the 
wild goose. The other day there ar- 
rived at Jacek Miner's famous bird 
ganetuary at Kingsville, Ont. an alu- 
minum tag bearing the initials, “1, R. 
K.," which had been taken from the 
wild goose shot last summer by an 
Eskimo, near Valin Land. The let- 
ter uecompanying the tag, mailed by 
the Rev. J. W. Walton, a missionary 
in the norch country for thirty-three 
years at Great Whale Lake, was three 
months en route. 

The wild goose had been tagged at 
Kingsville in April, 1919, by Edward 
R. Kerr, of Walkerville, secretary of 
the Essex County Wild Life Couscr- 
ving Association. At a meeting of 
the association at Kingsville four wild 
geese which Jack Miner had caught 
that day were tagged. The goose 
tagged by Mrs. Sam Hart, Toronto, 
was shot down at Fort Albany, James 
Bay, by an Indian. ‘The second tag 
bearing the name of the late Magis- 
trate Alfred Miers, Windsor, was re- 
turned in the fall of 1920, the goose 
having been shot down on Belcher Is- 
lands, Hudson Bay.

One of them was “teket,” 
which she learned on-the train; and 
the other was “fish,” which the stew- 
ard on the boat on which she cross- 
ed the Atlantic was always pronounc-

She appears to have had a natural 
fondness for -animals and took im- 
mediately to the cows which her 
father purchased for his farm near 
Vawn in the constituency of Turtle- 
ford. She accompanied her father to 
dairy conventions and meetings, 
where she picked up a good deal of

were indleations that price would ad- 
vance in the very near, future. 
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The question of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment establishing a standard for 
the grading of bacon was strongly de- 
fended by the delegates from Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. Action was de- 
ferred pending a report by the Federal 
Department of Agriculture. H. S. 
Arkell, livestock commissioner for 
Canada, stated that the department 
has been studying the question and 
had ascertained from the Old Country 
facts with respect to the sale of Cana- 
dian bacon overseas, He did not be- 
lieve the time was opportune to at- 
tempt to introduce in Canada a defin- 
ite system for the grading of bacon.

value of the work, In 1923 the 
government decided ta. place this 
service On a permanent basis, and 
to bear one-half of the cost of a 
nurse stationed in a municipality 
or urion of municipalities. This 
was was also to apply to munici- 
pal hospital districts. Some of 
the hospital districts incorporated 
this provision in the scheme sub. 
mitted to the people. 

The duties of the public health 
nurse are well known, among them 
are the inspection of school chil 
dren, hospital, social service work 
child welfare clinics, and follaw 
up visits in the homes. 

During 1923, 10,523 babies and 
children of pre-school! age were in 
attendance at child welfare clinics 
conducted by- our -public health 
and district nurses throughout: fhe 
province, and 12 998 home: visits 
The pre-natal clinic 
is steadily growing in favor, tho 
much of this advice is still given 
in the homes, .
